The immediate items were claims, and the description of 
the invention was fully described in the specification The 
missing items were claims 24-30. Applicant wishes the Patent 
S^nn^® ^ accept the application as originally filed on March 31, 
2000, and maintain that filing date. In accordance with following 
the third option given in the Notice of Omitted Items, applicant 
submitted a Preliminary Amendment to correct inconsistencies 
created by the omitted page. The Preliminary Amendment entered 
Claims 24-30, so that the claims would now be consecutively 
numbered. This was the most expedient way of correcting the 
inconsistencies created by the omitted items. The other option 
would have been to renumber claims 31-39, beginning with claim 24, 
so that all claims were numbered consecutively. 

However, such a change would create problems of 
dependency in some claims . The Preliminary Amendment was submitted 
m accordance with the third option provided in the Notice of 
Omitted Items which maintains the original filing date. 

The Response to Request for Corrected Filing Receipt, 
dated April 22, 2002, indicates that the filing date accorded to 
the application is the date the application met the filing date 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.53(b) or (c) . This date is March 31, 
2000, as the Preliminary Amendment of June 5, 2001, did not present 
new matter for obtaining a filing date, and the requirements were 
satisfied on March 31, 2000.
